WASHINGTON, JAN. 22.—Former President Roosevelt arriv- 


ed here today to take a hand in the political situation and to be 
the guest of the Washington Press Club. The Colonel was not in 
very good humor when he arrived probably due to his train ride, 
and the questions put at him by a corps of newspaper correspon- 
dents, most of them new to him. 


Alter breakfast Roosevelt was in a better humor. "I am 


infinately more interested in what the President has said to Sen- 
ator Chamberlain than what Senator Stone has said about mo," 
he declared. "The first thing that 1 do will be to see Senator 
Chamberlain and next Senator Johnson. Until 1 have seen both 
I will make no statement. 
My purpose in coming down is to do 


everything possible to help speed up war, so as to make our co- 
operation in it as effective as possible at the earliest possible 
moment. Secondly, I intend to give nil the support 1 can to Cham- 
berlain's bill and the bill introduced by Representative Kahn 
which advocate the pei'manent policy of universal training foi 
young men."

WASHINGTON, JAN. 22.—Former President Roosevelt arriv- 


ed here today to take a hand in the political situation and to be 
the guest of the Washington Press Club. The Colonel was not in 
very good humor when he arrived probably due to his train ride, 
and the questions put at him by a corps of newspaper correspon- 
dents, most of them new to him. 


Alter breakfast Roosevelt was in a better humor. "I am 


infinately more interested in what the President has said to Sen- 
ator Chamberlain than what Senator Stone has said about mo," 
he declared. "The first thing that 1 do will be to see Senator 
Chamberlain and next Senator Johnson. Until 1 have seen both 
I will make no statement. 
My purpose in coming down is to do
